E anthracite strike is ended, or is about to 
be ended, with the ratification of certain 


term? that have been arrived at. The miners 
are to have a ten per cent wage increase, but 
ibev have surrendered the check-off system. 
Thus both miners and operators have gained j 
Iheir main points, and the public will continue j 
to get coal. Whether they will continue to get 
it on approximately the same terms as last year 
js still to be discovered. Mediator Pinchot said 
he thought the increased cost of mining at a 
higher scale of wages might be absorbed by cut- 
ting operators' profits and economies all along 
the line. The operator? finite naturally were 
unable to agree that this might be done. Per- 
haps we may be pardoned a bit of pessimism 
;'ri agreeing with the operators. The history of 
r.ost mine strike settlements does not contain 
sny instances to our knowledge in which the 
consumer was benefited. 


Nevertheless it is something to have an as- 


surance of continued production of fuel, and 
it is noteworthy that the strike is only a week' 
old. Probably this suspension has been handled 
srd disposed of more expeditiously than any 
other that came to the point of an actual stop- 
page of work. For this promptness in settle- 
ment the credit goes to the fedei-al administra- 
tion, which stepped into the breach at the be- 
ginning instead of waiting for an acute short- 
age to force it to action. No doubt the settle- 
rent is more reasonable for that reason than 
it would have been had the public been com- 
pletely at the mercy of the disputants when 
the final negotiations were undertaken. 


In a word, the United States was more pre- 


pared to meet the emergency this time than it 
has ever been before. One recalls the coal strike 
of last year by contrast, when the mines were 
shut down ajid the fuel scarcity causing wide- 
spread distress before settlement proceedings 


• began, or the government took an active hand. 


The preparedness this year was by way of the 
Harding coal commission, named after the 1922 
strike. It is evidence of the value of industrial 
relations machinery, even though it has no more 
than the sketchiest advisory power. By what- 
ever authority it has, by whatever influence 
it may assert over public opinion, even the 
weakest machinery of peace is better than noth- 
ing at all. And such examples may ultimately 
show us how to set up a more competent and 
authoritative method to prevent the economic 
waste and suffering incident to the strike 
method of settling industrial disputes.
